Dear Mohd Zakl, 

I am 56 years old, the mother 
of eleven children, ages 19-35 and 
have one grandchild born in August of 
this year. I first went In jail in 1982, 
and my charges include the following: 
destruction of government property for 
throwing blood In the White House, 
sabotage for destroying a nuclear 
missile silo with jack hammer, armed 
robbery for burning $26,000 on the 
floor of bank to protest the Federal 
Reserve which directs the nation's 
monetary policy which contributes to 
war and pollution, and threatening 
communications and interstate 
transportation of ammunition for 
sending warning letters and bullets for 
government officials, judges and 
corporate polluters. The 2005 release 
date is just a guess, since I have 
several sentences, and the final date 
has not yet been computed. As you 
ebviously realize, much more direct 
action needs to be done, and I intend 
to do another action as soon as I am 



you heard of the recent protests of the 
World Trade Organization. I was happy 
that so many thousands oppose the 
"global economy' and "new world order' 
which only means further destruction 
of the environment and poverty of 
small nations and more wealth for the 
rich. 

Oyer the years, I have been in 
prisons in Washington D.C. and the 
states of West Virginia, Minnesota, 
California, Illinois and Texas. Most of 
the transfers have been because of the 
direct action protests I have done 
while In prisons. Here in U.S., people 
think it's terrible that Chinese 
prisoners produce products that are 
sold abroad to enrich the communist 
government. Not many people, either 
here or in other countries, realize 
that U.S. federal prisoners work in 
factories (called UNICOR) to 
manufacture military products ranging 
from army helmets to weapons parts 
to steel cables for nuclear weapons 
systems. Many federal prisons are 
located in the middle of military bases 
with air and water polluted by 
chemical and nuclear contaminants. 
Other prison factories which 
manufacture furniture and draperies 
for the government and military have 
formaldehyde contamination which 
causes illness, and other prison 
buildings have asbestos 
contamination. When I have come 
across these conditions and have 
found it physically possible, I have 
destroyed property and cut down the 
perimeter security systems for which I 
have been charged with escape 
(once), attempted escape (3 times), 
destruction of property, arson, and 
inciting to riot. 

When I write it all down like 
this, It seems like a lot, but actually I 
have never looked the opportunities to 
do actions. I simply respond when 
they nut me in situations which have 
such obvious problems that I cannot 
ignore them. I spent more than 9 
years In one Florida prison without 
action because none was necessary, 



and this unit, has none of those 
problems either. Thus, I can happily 
spend my time reading, studying and 
doing crafts projects - crochet and 
embroidery. I'm also have been 
reading some art history. 

Would you say that the news 
we get in the U.S. about East Timor Is 
accurate? I have a friend in Northern 
Ireland where for many years there 
has been conflict between Catholics 
and Protestants with the British 
government Intervening. Liberal and 
left-wing Americans usually side with 
the Catholics and accuse the 
Protestants and British of oppression. 
My friend Is of Protestant desent, and I 
have seen from him that the situation 
is very complex. There are no clear 
"good guys' and ' bad guys', and I 
know the same is true In Yugoslavia ^ 
where the Serbs are usually 
characterized as the vicious oppressor, 
and Americans are encouraged to 
oppose Serbia. Since you are 
geographically so close to East Timor, 
perhaps you know things about 
situation that we are not told. (Helen 
Woodson 03231-045. F.M.C. Carswetl, 
P.O. Box 27137, Admln.Unit, Fort 
Worth, TX 76127, U.S.A). 
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Hey Zaki, 

Have you had any good protests or 
demonstrations lately 7 We've had a few. 
The school I go to is very politically active, 
most of the students here are Communists 
and Anarchists. Almost every weekend a 
groups of students travel to one of the 
bigger cities nearby for a protest. There 
have been protests against the Ku Klux 
Klan, against the WTO (World Trade 
Organization), against unfair labor practices 
and many others. Also, about twenty of us 
went to Georgia to protest the School of the 
Americas. It's a school run by the U.S. Army 
that teaches the soldiers from Central 
America and South America how to kill and 
torture people. 

We're working right now on 
organizing a demonstration for Mumia. We 
did some work for Mumia a few months ago 
when he was scheduled to be executed. 
They finally postponed his execution, but we 
still need to fight until he is given a new 
trial. I don't know if you heard, but Jello 
Biafra ( singer from the Dead Kennedys) is 
going to run for the President of the U.S. 
this year. If he wins, he said his vice- 
president will be Mumia Abu Jarnal. I know 
Jello won't win, but at least it will bring 
more attention to Mumia's case. 

Speaking of the APF, I am no longer 
part of APF group. The Fort Wayne chapter 
ended when I went to collage, and now that 
I'm in school, I don't have enough time to 
run a new chapter by myself. These are a 
couple chapters in cities nearby, so I will 
help them when I can. (Derek Slaqle, 125 
W, Sherwood Terrace, Fort Wayne, IN 
46807 USA).

Firstly, can u tell me a little bit about your background (hobby, age & whatever)?)

Well I actually don't really enjoy talking about myself as a person - 1 rather discuss 
more important topics. Anyway, I'm a 21 years old university student who never seem 
to get along with my environment - I'm an antisocial bastard (most of the time). I ve 
been into punk for around 7-8 years or something and 1 like this scene, even if too 
many crappy records, zine etc are released.

Why did you choose Spit Teeth as your zine name? Is there any history behind 
the name?

Natonal and International Actions Con't 
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Lady, Danielle Mitterand, challenged French 
president Jacques Chirac, to put pressure on 
president Clinton to step in and stop the execution of 
Mumia. Mrs. Mitterand has long been in, the fight to 
abolish the death penalty throughout'the world, and 
has recently become quite vocal in the call for a new 
trial for Mumia. Mrs. Mitterand also made mention 
of the "insolence" she had recently been treated with 
by Pennsylvania state officials. While on a trip to 
the U.S., Mrs. Mitterand attempted to call on some 
state officials to discuss Mumia's plight. Instead of 
being treated as the dignitary she is, Mrs. Mitterand 
was met with closed doors, rolling eyes, and long 
waits, only to hear the company line, "he had his 
trial and he was found guilty." Mrs. Mitterand also 
visited Mumia while in America, and called for the 
release of all political prisoners including The 
MOVE 9. 

Ultimately French President Chirac did not 
broach the subject of Mumia's case with President 
Clinton, but Mrs. Mitterand's actions generated 
enormous press in France helping to further spread 
the word of Mumia's struggle. During the same 1 
Clinton visit to Paris, Julia Wright, head of the Pans 
ICFFMAJ and daughter of author Richard Wright, 
demonstrated, along with 75 other protesters near 
the American consulate at Place de la Concorde. In 
the true spirit of American political freedom the 
consulate cordoned off the protestors so that 
President Clinton would not see them. Undaunted, 
Julia and her fellow protestors raised tJieir voices 
and signs higher so that Clinton, and the entire world 
could not ignore the cry for a new trial. 

In an extraordinary display of revolutionary 
solidarity Mexican students conducting a strike sent 
a letter of support for Mumia. Approximately 
270,000 students in Mexico have shut down the 
National Autonomous University of Mexico 
(UNAfvl). The strike is to protest a proposed 
educational reform that among other things would 
repeal the existing free (it is actually 4cents per 
semester) education students now receive- a gain 
was won through the 1910 revolution and formalized 
1 the Mexican constitution, and impose a S65 per 



semester fee. Although that does not sound 
like much to us here in America consider 
that Mexico is a country in which the 
minimum wage is S4 a day (U S ), 4 out of 5 
children in the country side suffer from 
malnutrition, and half of ALL Mexicans live 
below the official poverty line. 500 hundred 
of the striking students agreed to send the 
letter of solidarity for Mumia at their Oct. 
15th, General Strike Council meeting only 
hours before Gov. Ridge signed Mumia's 
death warrant. The students letter 
highlighted the exportation of .American 
imperialism and how the struggle for their 
education and Mumia's freedom are aU one 
fight. The fight to break the chains that 
under-educate the masses, and murder those 
who un-apologetically question their 
treachery. Libertad! 

The indigenous Mexican Zapatista 
warriors also sent a communicate expressing 
their outrage at the signing of Mumia's 
death warrant. 

These are only few of the ongoing 
actions for Mumia throughout the Nation 
and the World. Mumia's struggle is hearing 
up and everyone's help is needed and 
necessary to wtn the war Get Up! Get Out!

Tlic MOVE Organizuliun was founded by 
JO HN A I U1CA, and surfaced in I'hiladclpliia during 
the early 1970s. They are a revolutionary 
organization llial fights lo protect ALL life. They arc 
characterized l)y dieadlocks, the last name "Africa" 
and an uncompromising commitment lo llieir beliel: 
LIFE. The sysieni pollutes the air, poisons the water, 
contaminates the soil, and causes nothing bul 
weakness, sickness, and filth. MOVE is about gelling 
rid of the system and living by Natural Law, ill 
harmony with life. 

MOVE confronts this system through information 
and demonstrations. They protest zoos, circuses, and 
any person or industry that enslaves life, MOVE 
exposes politicians who scive industry and greed. 
They have always been consistent ill lighting this 
system; so it is clear why this would . cause 
confrontations with its protectors: the police.

1 did my first compilation tape on '92 and 
back then I had quite a lot of energy and I 
was all the time trying to get something 
new Ideas figured out and tried out In the 
reality, fn the late '94 I found enough 
cheap print places around me and as I had 
been a zine freak In 89-91, 1 knew what to 
do (but actually I didn't gave a fuck about 
rules, hence the more than messy layout 
with earlier angles). 

So, I staged Angie as there was no zines 
that matched my needs and also because 
there was something 'cool' what needed 
exposing. 

Angelheart, well at first I tried to figure 
out some more traditional name lh vein of 
Discharge, DR.

No, I have never played In any band. There 
has been sometimes some talk about rloing a | 
band, but In the end, nothing.. And gotta 
say that 1 would not had any time for a 
'regular' band with practising etc. 

Metal was my first music which I started to 
really dig. Early 80's with bands like Dio, 
Rainbow, Black Sabbath, Twisted Sisters 
(Stay Haungry is still a one fucken 
masterpiece!), Saxon, Iron Maiden, Quiet 
Riot, Judas Priest etc. After the Initial 
heavy metal phase, i gradually went deeper 
into speed, thrash, death and black metal. 

Actually Angelheart 'zine has nothing to do 
with metal. I can say that from '92 to late 
'98 some 50-80% of my music taste was 
around the crust/grind/punk oriented stuff, 
but also the metal was there. I have always 
had some sort of 'two music lines' 
strategy. When i started with heavy metal, 
1 also listened new wave stuff. When 
thrash/death metal ruled the world, i also 
gave attention to punk rock and so on.

v"n n~xt to get tl>ese basic needs. For 
evamp'e in central europe it's totally 
different, 'he weather is different, the 
biii'ding sh/les/urban planning is 
different. Here in Finland, we have snow In 
the ground for six months. Today (1st on 
Pec) we had daylight of some six hours, 
then IP boms i n almost complite darkness 
(ynw n«od light -eloctrocity, or you go 
nuts). It's easy to speak about squating 
this and that, but it's different thing to 
make the place's a real home for people to 
live. 

That's the reason why almost all the 
sguating what happens in Finland is more a 
symbolic value. The squaters wants to get 
attention to their cause, not a house to 

live. 

Countryside is full of empty houses/farms. 
ih*re was even a one small campaign to get 
reopie to move into. The result was that 
the people who were targeted with this 
campaign, didn't wanna move into 
countryside. Also I might mention that Punk 
is mostly urban lifestyle, not a phenomen 

cf the countryside. 

At joensuu there is the usual array of 
rinnish alternatives: animal rights, 
anarchists, communist youth, eco/green folx 
etc. At the moment only 'alternative' 
organisation to which I take part Is 
Amnesty International.

I have rertain political ideas, but to 
brieve in.. Hard to say, as there is 
really not a banner which i could accept as 
for my representive ideology. I mostly 
judge/view/analyses happenings case by 
case. And that's the hard part when having 
some disargument with some politically 
motivated person. 5/He can place his/her 
arguments against certain framework, but I 
must think all situations case by case. 
It's not too easy way. 

But if you need my political beliefs; I 
believe for democratic values, I dislike 
collectlvist ideologies and all religions 
smelling 'save the world' political cults. 
Some people have lalieled me as a) right 
wing socialist, b) radical right wing 
populist and c) left winger of the 
conservative party. But all also confess 
that after all i stand for individualism.

After all, our economy is 
quite mixed, I work at her shop at 
weekends, I get most of my foods from there 
(no need to buy stuff at Joensuu). The 
latest student loan which i tooked, I gave 
all the money to mam. She needed it more 
desparetely than I. So i can say that i 
have no bigger problems with my mam; My dad 
died six years ago.

Ok tell me your favourite tv pro gramme... 

It all depends how much you wanna question 
authority or do you wanna question it all. 
TV or rather the modem {multimedia 
empires has the power which shapes the 
modem consumer cultures. And that's bad . 
because it's not democratic at all. Rut how 
you would dktauj the rules for it and 
still get it fair and democratic. I think 
that the basic fact in todays world is that 
if you wanna change the system (or part of 
the system), it must happen thro the 
system. The times when social orders rV 
systems where changed by new systems, well, 
they are not anymore here. 

The western way of thinking has lead us to 
situation where a person can get drugged to 
anything, and the TV is not the worst one. 

Actually I have dcvouled Saturday's for TV 
(heh). After the work/cleaning hours In the 
mid day, i usually start the watching with 
brittish football game, then there is 
nature/wild life document, then brittish 
crime/detective serie, then news ft couple 
entertainment programs, then either german 
crime/police serie or western, war or other 
movie.

There is four TV channels here in Finland, 
and I mostly watch only two of 'em.

(spitteeth@hotmail.com), Downsided.^Then 
there is the 'trusty ones' who keep up 
coming time after time, like Gecko (ok, 
newsletter), Ripping Thrash, Hell And 
Damnation, Tasmanian Alcoholic. Slug & 
Lettuce has been another Inspiration, 
especially the format (free, full on 
news/info/classifieds). That inspired me to 
do Asenne 'zine.

I am lucky that I am woman and I don't have to go but my brother, my friends have to go 
and this makes me sad. Obligatory military service denies people from the freedom to choose. Strongly Opposed to 
anything that decides for us.

I think there are few squats for 
such a big country and they are not all open to the public. I know that they have lots of ABC (Anarchist Black Cross) 
groups that supports prisoners and of course they have ALF (Animal Liberation Front) that must have really dedicated 
people. In Wolverhampton there are not much. 

As in Strongly Opposed #2 you've mentioned about prisoners, death penalty and stuff. Are there have any 
groups to defense prisoner's right/liberation and protest to the idea of death penalty in England? 
So I answered your next question then. They have ABC groups all over the country, they do petitions, send books to 
prisoners, great stuff!

Donalds? 

Oh, that's lots of questions all in once. I'll say a few things then because I could talk forever. About racism, I am strongly 
opposed to discrimination whether it is of race, class, profession or anything else. People have interests in making people 
look inferior so that they look superior and the state can create discrimination. The more the discrimination the easier the 
government can control people and the more difficult to have an anarchist society. Well, being female I can feel sexism 
more. Women can make their choices, I want to be treated as a person, equally no matter my sex and no better or no 
worse because I was born female. About homophobia, it is really the same as racism. It poisons people's hearts and 
makes the government stronger. Love? That s interesting. For me as important as the air that I breath but difficult to find. I 
prefer though to be alone and not compromise with someone I don't. I think if people could love more and were loved this 
society would be much different Nationalism is a lie, the government through propaganda breeds people that believe that 
their country is worth fighting for. However, they do not fight for their country but for their government that takes and takes 
everything even their live. Our country is the whole earth, not a piece of tend that the government gives a name to. 
Pornography for me is showing how much people are been seen as objects nowadays, its like a meat market, and people 
forget love. TV as it is used is responsible for many of the shit in our society. It can create, influence, lead personalities 
and can give us anything they want us being true. But don't believe everything you see! Drug is a strong weapon that the 
government has to control people and create differences. They are supposed to be against drugs but it is the government 
spreads them. And Mc Donalds and other food chains are multinational companies are built on the blood of animals and 
on the exploitation of third world countries and their employees. It is the glory, of capitalism and should be boycotted. The 
less you buy the less they produce, the less animals are killed, the less people are exploited.

I like zine that are written by honest people that speak their 
mind, i listen to quite a wide variety of different things I like Amebix, Subhumans, Contropotere, Submission Hold, D D I 
loads really. I like bands who are political and know what they speak about. I don't care so much about the music even 
though the bands I mentioned are good both. I am vegetarian. I can't realty be vegan in Greece, it is really difficult You 
can find soya milk onty in a shop in the centre of Athens but it is so expensive you have to be rich to live on that Been 
vegetanan is hard anyway there. But I respect vegans a lot as long as they don't feel superior just because they are 
vegan. I met people like that

My parents, you ask me if they know that I am doing a zine or played music? No they don't. If they knew it would make 
things more difficult than they are really. But of course they know that 1 am an anarchist, but I still go to demonstrations 
without telling them. I had hard times because of my beliefs.

There are loads of punk bands in€ngland. I just hoped that there was more political bands. Active Minds are a very good 
band with loads of influencing ideas. In Wolverhampton, there is not much a He band called Assert and a Dunk band 
called Contempt but don't realty interest me. 

What's the main reason in doing Strongly Opposed? Do you like art? Did you know Gustave Courbet? 

The main reason for doing Strongly Opposed is to voice my thoughts, feelings to do my bit and spread my ideals Also it is 
a way of communicating with lots of people and I love that. I like art a lot but I am not an artist I like art that has to say 
something, not art for the sake ol doing art. I don't know Courbet. should I? 

Are you pacifist? Any political ideology behind Strongly Opposed? 

I am not a pacifist as I would use violence to defend myself or others but 1 really admire pacifists. Concerning revolution 
though I think that people should be educated and change so that revolution can happen. Guns cannot bring revolution 
only. So, I guess 1 believe that both are useful.

Strongly Opposed bora in England and the editor came from Greece as 
she's studying at Wolverhampton, England. Should I say her work on Strongly Opposed inspired me much in 
doing ane?Q. Olc, I think it's enough and read what's Rania want to say. 



Hi Rania! Introduce yourself please. .. 

HeUol Wei what can J say about roe? I am Rania, 1 am 22 years M anarchist girt, J am Greek but at tt>e moment i am 
6tudyino in England and I am writing about things that I am Strongly Opposed to. 

Whan and how did you started making Strongly Opposed? Any unforgettable story behind the name? Is there 
have any problem since its exist? 

I started the zlne when I came to England, few years ago, as here I found a lot of support to do that and the name came 
when I was reading a book about Noam Chomsky who I think is one of the most Influential thinkers in our times. I Just 
show the world Strongly Opposed and I liked it because I am quite passionate about things and there are a lot things that I 
em Strongly Opposed to. 

Beside doing Strongly Opposed, what the other activities you're taking part? Are you working? How about life at 
Wolverhampton? Any great news Utah/? How about political situation in England? 

Apart of being In Strongly Opposed I play guitar and with some friends we released a 10", we are called Arariclous, and I 
am singing. I have also participated in the split 7 - Umbrella Trlba/Acth/a Minds but nothing more than that really. In 
Greece, I like to go to the squat a lot and into demonstrations, doing things that are more active. I am working In England 
voluntary as a part of my training in a health center but I am studying and I plan to return to Greece whan I finish, life in 
Wolverhampton is a bit boring, I don't know many anarchist (any) and there are not many gigs. I guess It would be better if 
I was in e town Ike Bradford where the 1 In 1 2 is and there are loads of gigs but I didn't really have the choice of where to 
go. About the political situation in England I don't know that much but it Is a lot more qulter than In Greece. I think here 
there are more animal right activists and not so many anarchist activists, in that sense England lacks. But In Greece there 
are loads of anarchists and not many people into animal rights or vegetarianism, so depends what you prefer really! 

In one of articles in Strongly Opposed #2, you've mentioned about HIV and AIDS... in my eyes, I dont see HIV 
and AIDS were exlststd by homosexuality activity or free sex (... if get infected, yesl)... some said (and I even read 
about it) that this disease (HIV and AIDS) are created by US government to scared the world I... and at the same 
time they are already have a medicine and vaccine for the virus that they hide it until now... they also will use the 
medicine/vaccine to solve this problem that they've created soon to prove their medical technology achievement 
for political cause, which they're waiting for the right time to prove It., comment? 

I really leel lor people who suiter from AIDS. Apart from being an Illness that can atop a person have a normal life, having 
sexual relationships, observing changes in the body and eventually leading to death, it something that Is stigmatizing. 
People are scared of them because they are Ignorant and are afraid that they will contract AIDS Just by talking to them. 
This really upsets them, they treat them like outcasts. And even though that know the facts and when AIDS Is contracted I 
bet that they still would not have a Iriend who suffers from AIDS. They just don't let them be. As If It Is not enough that 
they realise that eventually they will die earlier they have to have other worries. About this theory that you are telling me, 
well there Is this view that the virus was made by scientists and then spread out which I think is very possible. Scientists 
have started playing Gods and do many of times more harm than good. I know for sure that there Is a drug for Aids as I 
leam about It In a module I did in the university called support for AIDS/HIV. However, it does not cure AIDS completely. It 
has heavy side effects and sufferers have to take it loads of times a day no matter what It can disrupt their whole life. And 
of course this drug Is really expensive and is said that the government can not produce It in great amounts because of if s 
cost What do you expect? Government role Is not the welfare of the people rather their control. Also the fact that 
homosexuals are said to be more susceptible In developing the virus Is something that the government like as they can- 
Isolate and control (hose people and show that Its not the natural way of being. Patheticl 

Capitalism using money to controlled all the people's behaviour and even the classes of society had been made 
by money. We need to feed ourselves by using money. Everything in this world seems look a like is all about 
money. If this world without money, how It's gonna be like? Are we realty need this stuff (money), actually? 
You are asking me a lot of deep questions and I don't know from where to start Wei, money Is what aU capitalism is 
about People strive for money, work for money, breath for money. You need money to survive, we consume and it is a 
vicious circle. As long as we have this system we have to consume, buy and sell as this is how the system thrives. This is 
how government can control our behaviour, our lives. In anarchist society, where there's no government, the means of 
production belong to the people Instead of the government and people can produce anything from fruitB to a painting and 
exchange these products.

Well, should I write down a history book 
over this subject or should I go Just the 
short version... Well, in 91 Finland faced 
the first real refugee problem when in some 
four to five months period some 6000 somali 
refugees seeked asylum visas to Finland. 
Previously Finland had handled refugees in 
controlled manner, i.e. we allowed 200-300 
vietnamise refugees to move into Finland 
each year. It was quite controlled, and on 
the other hand, there was no refugees from 
the Russian side as Soviet Union was still 
alive until the end of 91 and with west 
european countries we had these deals that 
if a person from a third country (say 
Somalia) comes to Finland from say Germany, 
we could return him/her. Very easy policy, 
then came these Somali folx. And Finland 
was in trouble. 

Even thou the offical policy of the Finland 
is the one of equality between races & 
sexualities & all other, it doesn't change 
the fact that it's all just petty talk: In 
the deep segments of the population, there 
is intolerance against those who are 
diffrent than us. You should remember that 
Finland is very much homogenious when it 
comes to populalion, 92% of the folx belong 
to evanchellc protestant church, 90 % of 
the population speaks Finland as their 
mother language. And the 8% Swedish 
speaking minority comforms the same basic 
ideas, so Finns are more than well used to 
see only same 

looking/speaking/smelling/tasting/drinking/ 
drlving/etc/etc/etc folxs. 

So, when there was an 'outburst' of Islamic 
.'niggers', that was a shock. Then the 
-byrocrats made quite big mistake. As there 
was bascially no facilities to get these 
people under the roof, they hired 
bankcrypty hotels to host these people. In 
this, the one very spefic Finnish national 
character comes to light, the jealousness. 



economy collapsed in 1991; our own economy 
heated up due to lack of control on the 
banking sector (i guess that you have some 
memories over the 1997?) and the collapse 
of Soviet markets (which had created market 
area for some 20 r% of our exports). 
So, influx of strange people, collapsed 
economy, what Finns do' They look 
scapegoats of course! The collapse of 
Soviet Union and communism also gave a way 
to nationalism that was semloffically 
banned dunng the period 45-91. Early 90's, 
that was guile bad times, you could feel 
the racist/nationalistic overtunes here and 
there. On the other hand, it gave the 
peo|*e the new security in situation where 
all that what was supposed to last for ever 
(cold war, soviet union, our economy) had 
collapsed. Jn situations like this, people 
do not" turn into anarchocommunism, they 
rather stick to dogmatic/totalitarian 
ideologies. 

Joensuu, here the economic depression hit 
quite hard, we lost bigger factories and a 
large segment of older working class found 
themselves without work. Here the man's 
status in society was very much measured 
with his work (& in lesser degree, 
property). How, large amount of working 
class men fell into unemplolment trap. They 
mostly had no other education than the 
basic school and what tliey had learned In 
the workplaces. They had really hard times 
when they tried to find new jobs In the 
economic transit period, in the late 80's 
we had the unemploiment some 3 ^t%, in 92 It 
was here some 25%, in my home city Ueksa 
even higher. When these men failed, they 
acted very Finnish alike, Ihey tried to 
find scatiegoats. And ahem! There they were, 
the somali people! 

So, the story of Joensuu skinheads Is the 
story of economic collapse and the 
transition of classic working class. Very 
soon when the first somali people came 
her e, there were also fights between young 
people. Quite soon it developted into two 
gangs; Skinheads and the foreigners. In the 
period of 93-95 there was all possible 
criminality what man can create; 
gangfights, arsons, stabbings, shootings, a 
kidnapping. It has been a miracle that 
nobody has died here, because it has been 
quite rough times. , 
the society has reSponted to the 
Firstly the police made the 
mistake that they tooked "youth are always 
quelling over the girls" stance, hence 
booking the fights as individual cases, not 
part of a larger picture. Community, well, 
the youth only reflected the altitudes what 
their parents had. The talk of equality has 
always been the idea of academic circles 
and the most progressive parts of the 
church and trade union activists, when it 
conies to basic working class people, 
Intolerance and Jealousness are the key 
words. When looking the public letters 
pages at local papers, they speak for 
themselves. There Is so much glorification 
of skinheads and the threat of 
'foreigners'. There Is rarely any wisdom on 
those writings, but they speak the sad 

state of the human mind. Once it is locked 

■ 



Another problem besides the community 
support, was that there was no real 
alternative nor challenge to skinheads. I 
personally started And fascist movement 
here at Joensuu, but I tooked the non- 
violent stance with it, because i know that 
In the long run, violence do not solve 
anything. That was one weakness, other was 
that people seemed to give up. And can't 
blame them, the atmosphere was so damn 
poisonous here. Antifa peeked it's activity 
in 94 and after that it faced the end what 
I feared most; instead of lively group of 
different people, it developed into a small 
clique which had no contacts to other 
people. In the end when I had already quit 
the group, It shifted it's attention to 
animal rights. 

Skinheads won in that sense, that when in 
92 tiiere was some 200 f 'dark skinned' 
people here, now there is only 20 ♦ left. 
Like the Iraqi kurd who had Kebab bar here. 
What he could do' His bars windows weie 
broken every second week, policy coukl not 
offer 24 hours surveilance and the 
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Insurance payments just soured up on 
I alarming rale. The Finnish community didn't 
j do much, so he had only one option led; 
j sell the place and leave. 

Thanks to 'soft'* policy on the juridical 
j brance, most of the skinheads only got 
■ suspented sentences time after time. And 
| there is also the problem that Finnish 
: prisons are quite full, you gotta wait 
j months before you have chance to serve your 

prison judgement. So, in the end main 
| skinhead figures cjot prison sentences of 

the three to Five years, that solved some 
] of the problems connected to the violence, 

also mam organisational figures moved into 
] south Finland. The level of violence has 

degreesed here at Joensuu. But the city of 
| .loensuu (population of 55 000), is still 

the most likely place for foreign people to 
| get into fight., (in whole damn Finland!) 

/*/ but you should also know that the soft 
sentences on violent crimes are the plague 
of Finnish justice system.// 

After many years of silence, also the 
Finnish community has acted. Local ring of 
business people (mhmly travel/tourist 
associated business) decided that because 
skinheads had caused a major negative image 
to Joensuu, they have no reason to have 
skinheads in their workforce. Also police 
have done couple years the gangwork, 
firstly negotiating a truce between the 
gangs and then trying to get youngest 
people of the gangs into more creative 
hobbies. The main figures of the skinheads 
are habitual criminals, even the police 
admits that. With the ideology of the race 
& nationalism, they have only found a 
'justified' reason for their own actions.

Here there is only one kind of skinheads, 
nationalistic white power supporters. May-tie

1) Sevlsm, the lack of respect for others, 
it's a cultural framework that exists here 
and there.

It's more of the 
I cultural/social roles/expectations. Culture 
I lives all the time, and hence you can 
combat sexism. 

2) Racism can be descriped as intolerance 
and lack of adaptive brain cells. You can 
see things thro certain Ideologies, but 

It's up to you how you figure out these 
things. If your brains can only go one way 
around, then racist stereotypes and 
Intolerance are easy pray.. I would not 
call myself anil racist as I see that term 
with a bit activist tentency. I guess tfiat 
1 If someone asks from me, i would call 
myself non racist (=passrve resistance). 

3) Nationalism. Well, at the wake of new 
nations/areas it works well in that sense 
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of unity. And thro unity people can achieve 
a lot. But when it comes to nalionslates 
with a certain degree of history and 
cohesion, it's mostly quite useless as it's 
so often misused. 

In Finland, i'm more than a bit worried 
about the wave of new nationalism here. 
After the break up of Soviet Union in 89-91 
and the deep economic depression of 9I-9-1, 
the Finnish people try to find their 
saviour from nationalism. The military has 
it highest prestige since the end of World 
War II and it has used it as a way to get 
Into politics. Traditionally Finnish 
military has been nailed down by the 
parlament, i.e. pariament decides and the 
military reflects to it. Now military wants 
to decide themselves what they want and 
what they wanna do. I think it's quite bad 
idea.. 

Am i nationalistic when i feel certain 
"YEAH!" when Finnish national ice hockey 
team tx*ats up the Swedish one? Or do i just 
enjoy the good game what they just gave? 
nationalism can be used for good and for 
bad. When it is mixed with politics, it 
usually end's up being bad. 

A) Homophobic, well i'm not. Homophobia, 
alike sexism, is very much cultural vision 
about your place in society. And what's the 
use of world where eveyone is alike? 

5) Pornography. "If you have moral, then 
pornography means problems. If you have no 
moral, then you have no problem;,." Well, 
that's a bit too simplistic vision.. 

I once again bring the culture along. Most 
of the people who give them selves out as 
anti pornography people tend to give out 
texts that set users of pornography as a 
flock of brainless shecps that cannot 
control their own lusts.

A central characteristic of all recent miscarriage of justice cases in this country is that the British 
State is only ever forced to take responsibility for them because of embarrassing publicity brought 
about through a high-profile campaign. No matter how good the legal arguments of a particular 
case, without a high-profile support campaign victims of miscarriages of justice stay locked away 
and forgotten 

While many people sympathise with the plight of Mark Bamsley. sympathy is not enough, only 
concrete support and solidarity will make any difference in helping to overcome the judicial 
nightmare that he has fallen victim to. 

Support activities can take many forms, depending on a number of faxtors. For example if you are 
a member of an existing prisoners support organisation we hope we can count on the full weight of 
that organisation's active support, but even if you are an isolated individual living in a remote area 
you can still participate in the campaign to achieve justice for Mark. * 

We encourage all constructive autonomous actions and initiatives which help to highlight Mark's 
case Here are some suggestions as to how you may help.

V, 10 FACTS ABOUT THE POMONA INCIDENT 

1) Mark Barnsley was sober al Ihe time of the attack on him. The students on the other hand were not only drunk, but a number 
of them had taken drugs. 

2) Mark was outnumbered by his attackers by as many as 1 5-1 . 

3) One of (he students, 'Big' Simpson, who is 6ft 5 1/2" tall, and who said, "I'd like to fuck your baby* has a conviction for 
making obscene telephone calls. 

4) Although there were over 60 witnesses to the incident, not one of them claimed to have seen Mark stab anyone. 

5) The first person to be injured with a weapon (a bottle or heavy glass) was Mark who was struck over the head from behind. 
He was also the first person to be cut with the knife. 

6) During the attack upon him Mark sustained a large number of substantial injuries, including a 3cm long head wound caused by 
Ihe bottle or heavy glass, a 3cm long cut over Ihe left eye which may also have been inflicted with a weapon, a broken nose, 
broken^and damaged teeth, a knife wound lo his hand, one or more broken ribs, and in fact he had injuries covering his entife 

body. '-'..' 1 " 

7) Contrary to ill-informed reports in ihe local press, Paul Sheperd, who led ihe attack upon Mark, did not chase after him in 
order lo make a 'Citizens Arrest . ' Sheperd dismissed the idea himself when giving evidence, saying lhal he would not know how 
lo make one. He went on lo say, "I have no idea why I chased him, whether from frustration or for a laugh, I just went after him." 

8) Al least four of the five main prosecution witnesses clearly committed perjury while giving evidence. This was acknowledged 
by Ihe judge,' but kept from Ihe jury (as was their proven drug taking), and no legal action has ever been taken against them 

9) As with many miscarriages or justice the prosecution withheld and suppressed a great deal of important evidence. They are 
continuing lo withhold it lo this day. 

10) The injuries thai Mark is. serving 12 years for supposedly causing are as follows: a 3cm cut to the stomach of one of the 
students, which was 2cm deep, and a 1cm superficial cut to the elbow (neither of which may have been luiifc wounds at all.) And 
2 chest wounds 3cm deep to another student, who also sustained two 18cm cuts to the forearm. Only 6 months after Mark was 
sentenced. 3 middle-class students who kicked an elderly crippled man lo death "for a laugh", and seriously injured another man, 
received prison sentences of 18 months lo 2 years Like the students in The Pomona Incident Ihey had been "celebrating their

JUSTICE FOR MARK BARNSLEY 



On the afternoon of the 8th of June 1994 Mark Barnsley, a 33 year-old writer, and father of three, from 
Sheffield, went out with his baby daughter and a family friend, Jane Leathborough, and walked into a 
nightmare which continues to this day. 
The Pomona Incident 

Being as it was a warm, sunny day, Mark and Jane decided to call for a drink at The Pomona public house and sit In the 
beer garden. Unfortunately, they were soon joined by a large gang of drunken students, numbering about 15 In all. While 
Mark was inside the pub buying drinks the students began abusing Jane, who was at the time sitting alone with the baby. 
When Mark returned shortly after he and Jane decided to leave so as to avoid any further unpleasantness. Unfortunately, 
in order to leave the beer-garden they had to pass next to the drunken students, whose behaviour was getting worse by 
the minute. As Mark and Jane passed them. Mark pushing the pram, the students began to hurl abuse at them. When 
Mark questioned their behaviour the students became even more aggressive, swearing and shouting at him. One of 
them then began pushing Mark in the chest, and another, Paul Sheperd, grabbed hold of Mark's arm and began to get 
up from his seat, as did a number of the others. Certain that he was about to be attacked Mark struggled to get away, but 
in his own words Sheperd went 'apeshit', punching Mark repeatedly. At the same time the other students began to attack 
him, and Mark was hit over the head from behind with a bottle or heavy glass. At this point one of the students produced 
a knile, but dropped it on the floor Mark, .who was still being brutally kicked and punched, was terrified when he saw a 
number of the students dropping to the floor to pick the knife up. To prevent himself being stabbed Mark struggled with 
the students for possession of the knife, finally pulling It from someone's hand. During the struggle Mark, who was 
already bleeding heavily from head wounds, was cut with the knife. Having gained possession of the weapon Mark again 
tried to flee the scene, but the drunken students continued to attack him mercilessly, punching and kicking him 
repeatedly about the head and body, and causing him substantial Injuries. Mark was knocked to the floor, ancLeven then 
the students earned on kicking him. In fear for his life, Mark clung onto the knife In his hand so as to prevent one of the 
maniacs attacking him from picking it up and stabbing him to death. But at no time did he deliberately Inflict Injury on any 
of the students, not even In what might be considered as quite legitimate self-defence. Under a sustained and brutal 
attack Mark tried only to get away from the violence, but he was chased around 150 yards, before the students again 
brought him to the ground. After beating him some more, one of the students said that he would let Mark go If he would 
release the knile. which he did. During, the course of their attack upon him 5 of the students were Injured, 'and 
undoubtedly some of the injuries were caused by the knife which one of the students had produced, and which Mark had 
been forced to hold onto to prevent one of his attackers stabbing him with It. In the aftermath of the Incident Mark 
Barnsley was the only person arrested and charged 

The account above is supported by every single Independent prosecution witness, by every single defence 
witness, and each detail of It Is supported by at least 2 of the student prosecution witnesses. It Is also supported by all 
the forensic evidence. Nonetheless, after a 3 week trial characterised by judicial bias, lies, blatant perjury, the withholding 
and planting of evidence, and every dirty trick possible by the police and prosecution, Mark Barnsley, while being 
acquitted of 3 of the 5 GBH charges he faced, was convicted on 2 of the counts, and also of 3 lesser alternative offences 
with which he had not even been charged. The Court adjourned for reports, the only definite recommendation being 
probation - Incredibly, Mark received a prison sentence of 12 yearsl 
The Prosecution Case 

In a nutshell the prosecution case was that Mark Barnsley, a man with absolutely no history of violent or aggressive 
behaviour, and with no psychiatric problems whatsoever, 'took on' a gang of around 15 people, some of whom were 
bigger than himself, and all of whom were younger and fitter. According to the prosecution the 'motive' for this, and for 
Mark deliberately Inflicting knife wounds on 5 people, whom he had never even seen before, was that he took exception 
to an Innocent and innocuous remark, made In Mark's absence, by one of the students, (who was not Injured at all) about 
a pair of sunglasses being worn by Jane Leathborough. In more detail the prosecution case Is as follows. All the 
quotations are taken from prosecution witnesses. 

1 - Thit the students war* not drunk 

"I had 3 pints of Youngers No3 bitter Inside the pub, and 2 brandies and lemonade, and a pint of No3 and another brandy 
outside " - Paul Sheperd, Complainant Count 1. 

"I had around 6 pints of Youngers No3 bitter to drink." - Darren Thursfield, Complainant Count 2. 
"In total I would have drunk around 6 pints of lager." - Mark Thomas, Complainant Count 3. 

2 - That It was Msrk who was the aggressor, and who lost his temper. 
"I must admit l went 'apeshit'." - Paul Sheperd. 

"He (Mark Barnsley) was telling them that they shouldn't have been so rude, that they were just sitting there. He was 
speaking normally. One of the girls got up and started pushing him, and telling him to go away. He was saying to the girt, 
"leave me alone." One of the boys told him to "Piss off." " - Clare Corre, student prosecution witness. 
"A few students were getting angry " - Andrew Yates, student prosecution witness. 

3 - That Mark produced a knife. 

"I didn't see a knife at all." - Paul Sheperd. 
.•• "( didn't see a knile." - Darren Thursfield. 
"Throughout the Incident I saw no knile weapon or similar produced." - Mark Thomas 

4 - That Mark attacked the students.
